trol policy forbidding industries 
to increase prices if profits ex- 
ceed a set standard.

An aid to Gen. MacArthur 
charged today the State Depart- 
ment and the nation’s highest in- 
telligence agencies failed last 
October to warn the general that 
the Chinese Reds were preparing 
to enter the Korean war.

Louis and other political subdi- 
visions are badly in need of funds 
to continue operating under to- 
day’s higher costs, it only seems 
fair that money collected from 
St. Louis residents and sent to 
the state should be returned to 
the city,” the Mayor asserted.

Gen. Harney was in com- 
mand of the Union Army’s De- 
partment of the West at St. Louis. 
The memorable Camp Jackson in- 
cident occurred in his absence 
from the city. Missouri was on 
the verge of swinging to the Con- 
federacy through the attitude of 
the State Legislature, but Union 
sentiment was strong in St. Louis. 
State militia had gathered in 
Camp Jackson, in a grove south- 
east of Grand boulevard and Olive 
street, named for Gov. Claiborne 
Fox Jackson. ~- 

Prevented Coup. 

Capt. Nathaniel Lyon, in com- 
mand of the Arsenal in Harney’s 
absence, and Congressman Fran- 
cis Preston Blair Jr., earnest sup- 
porters of the Union cause, led 
the movement to prevent a coup 
that would swing St. Louis and 


Missouri to the South. Lyon, 
heading a strong force of Union- 
ist troops, surrounded and cap- 
tured the camp May 10, 1861.

The Hyde 
encyclopedia of St. Louis said the 
Indians recognized him as the per- 
sonification of the motto, “Ene- 
mies in war, in peace friends,” | 

Harney, like MacArthur, was 
“tall, straight, lithe of limb, 
handsome, strong”; he was 6 feet, 
3 inches tall, and “every inch a 
soldier,” but also was “consid- 
erate and affable.” He married a 
daughter of John Mullanphy, 
wealthy early St. Louisan. She in- 
herited real estate from her fath- 
er, which explains the naming of 
Harney avenue in the old Harney 
Heights district of northwest St. 
Louis.

DETROIT, April 21 (AP)—City 
officials moved swiftly today to 
crack down on leaders of a public 
transportation system strike. They 
hinted they would fire the strik-

Mayor Albert E. Cobo said the 
D.S.R. commission would not de- 
clare any strikers’ jobs vacant un- 
til it gets a formal opinion from 
city attorneys plus a complete list 
of strikers. That alone, he said, 
probably would delay a settle- 


ment at least until Monday. 
Mayor Cobo invoked the Hutch- 
inson Act several months ago and 
fired hundreds of striking city ' 
public works employes. Most of | 
them were rehired after the set- | 
tlement. A 

Penalties Under Law. 

The law provides penalties of 
up to one year in prison and 
$1000 fine for persons found 
guilty of instigating strikes of 
public employes. 

Any such employes who strike 
automatically lose their jobs. If 
they are rehired, they are placed 
on probation for two years, during 
which time they have virtually no 
rights. 

The union—Division 26 of the 
AFL Amalgamated Association of 
Street Electric Railway and Motor 
Coach Employes of America — 
had slashed its original demand 
of a 25-cent hourly increase to 
7% cents. The city had offered 
5 cents. The operators’ base pay 
is $1.67%4 an hour, but most of 
them work many hours of over- 
time each week. 


ST. LOUIS U, TO INSTRUCT 
U.S. AIRMEN IN ELECTRONICS 


First class will begin tomorrow 
under a contract held by St. Louis 
University to train Air Force per- 
sonnel in fundamental armament 
electronics, it was announced yes- 
terday by the Rev. Paul C. Rei- 
nert, S.J., president.

An Air Force train- 
ing program in air mechanics be- 
gan recently at the university’s 
Parks College of Aeronautical 
Technology.

The 98-member ‘Citizens’ Advisory Commit- 
tee began its task of examining the needs of 
the St. Louis public school.system in Decem- 
ber 1949. It shohe a searchlight into the 
dark corners. For. the first time in years, the 
schools—and the: school board—were sub- 
jected to a‘close scrutiny by the people 
themselves. 

More than a year later—after a spirited 
' show of independence and thoroughness, as 
well as a series of resounding victories over 
some board members, who tried to prevent 
more than a surface inquiry—the citizens re- 


ported to the community in whose behalf 


they acted. 

Major needs of the system, the citizens 
told the taxpayers, were: 

1. A $17,230,000 bond issue for the con- 
struction of 15 critically needed school 
buildings and large scale additions to two 
others. 


2. An increase in the present 89-cent 
tax levy to finance more equitable salaries 
for teachers and pensions for teachers and 
other employes. 


3. Reorganigation of the board’s man- 
agement system so that there would be no 
more than two- managers—or at most 
three—instead of the five then on the job. 
This was the so-called “unit control” plan 
of administering the schools, 

As a result of the first two recommenda- 
tions the bond. issue and tax levy will be sub- 


would be short and prices exceedingly high. 
It was decided, therefore, to divide the pro- 
gram’ into three stages. 
Critieal Building Needs 
The first stage, dealing only with the 
“critical” needs of the school system, is the 


$17,230,000 program voters will have before 
them May 1. It will provide only for those 
needs that the citizens, as well as the school 
board itself, felt were of an emergency nature. 


As the citizens reported, these needs were 
“so urgent that financing and construction 
should go forward regardless of the war situ- 
ation or any conceivable building material 
shortages.” ; 


The°17 major: projects included in the list 
for immediate action would go a long way 
toward meeting the requirements for ele- 
mentary school facilitiés for white pupils in 
the rapidly growing southwest part of St. 
Louis. 


But to an even greater extent, they 
would help alleviate the serious overcrowd- 
ing now existing in the Negro elementary 
and high schools, as well as provide facili- 
ties for Negro pupils who will be living 
in the new low- and- middle-income hous- 
ing projects of the near North Side.

The citizens’ committee, headed*by William 
Charles, a -retired certified public account- 
ant and a man of unquestioned integrity, 
dealt with these three major problems after 
long and tedious investigations conducted by 
subcommittees. — 


One of these subcommittees, under the 
leadership of John I. Rollings, executive sec- 
retary of the AFL Central Trades & Labor 
Union, looked into the needs of the system 
for new school buildings. Working closely 
with Governmental Research Institute, an in- 
dependently-operated fact-finding organiza- 
tion, as well as with volunteer experts loaned 


by St, Louis business firms, this subcommit- 


tee reached five major findings: 

“1. There is insufficient space in the 
present elementary school buildings in 
some areas of the city. 

“2. Some elementary school buildings, 
beth for Negro and white pupils, are very 


old and do not meet the needs of a modern 


educational system. 

“3. Current housing construction will, 
when le

Steps to meet the “serious” needs should 
be taken immediately, the citizens said, but

The serious needs include replacement of

portant of all, adequate play areas for all 
schools. 

To complete this phase might take five 
years, the same length of time that might be 
required to handle the -presently proposed 
program. A third and final phase would be 
necessary if the system is to be brought up 
to par. 


Other Building Needs 

That program was listed by the citizens 
as the “other needs.” No cost estimate was 
given, but a glance at the proposal indicates 
it contemplates more building than the first 
phase now under consideration. 

It would include the replacement of 19 
elementary schools because of their age, type 
of construction and built-in inadequacies in 
meeting the requirements of modern grade 
school education. The schools are: 


Adams, Benton, Blair, Carondelet, Carver, 
Charless-Grand, Curtis, Duvall, Dozier, Fre- 
mont, Gratiot, Hodgen, Howard, Irving, Jef- 
ferson, Johnson, Marquette, Pestalozzi and 
Riddick. 

Moreover, the citizens noted that many 
homes have been built in Northwest St. 
Louis since the end of World War II, that 
additional homes are under construction in 
that section and at least one large-scale 
housing project might make a high school in 
that area a necessity at some future time. 
The housing project referred to is the West- 
chester Heights project, a live issue at the 
time the report was written. 

School construction in St. Louis has 
been financed largely from operating funds, 
except for those schools built as a result 
of the $3,000,000 bond issue of 1934. Con- 
struction in other metropolitan school dis- 
tricts usually is paid for by bond issue 
funds voted by the people. 

The new L’Ouverture elementary school 
for Negroes exemplified the manner in which 
the school board, lacking capital funds, has 
been forced to handle new construction. This 
school, the only large building erected in the 
last 10 years, cost about $1,000,000. The 
money came from the board’s operating fund. 
Its use for this purpose helped bring on the 
present crisis in school finances. 

Bonded indebtedness of the school system 
now totals only $584,000, representing the 
amount still owed on the 1934 bond issue. 
This issue will be completely paid off in 
| 1954. Under the provisions of the State Con- 
stitution, the ceiling on school indebtedness 
is about $60,000,000.

| Operating Needs 

The $1.01 tax levy, pernaps a more urgent 
need than even the critical building pro- 
gram, can be summed up this way: 

It is required chiefly to finance higher 
salaries for teachers and more equitable 
retirement benefits for all board employes. 
Teachers now are paid less for their efforts 
to equip tomorrow’s citizens for their role 
in the world than the mechanics: who re- 
pair’and maintain school buildings. 

Moreover, after a lifetime of such effort, 
they can look forward to retirement on pen- 
sions no higher than $62.50 a month. This is 
the highest benefit now being received by 

any -of..the 712 currently retired teachers, 
principals, custodians and school administra- 
tors. The average monthly payment is $53 
and the lowest $3.75, 

The tax rise proposal also reflects the high- 
er salaries and wage rates which already 
have been granted to the board’s union crafts- 
men, who are paid the going rate in industry. 
It also covers the increased cost of supplies, 
materials and equipment, as well as the op- 
erating costs of new schools that would be 
built with bond issue funds. 

The school board is required by law to 
But in the coming 
school year, the board will suffer an operat- 
ing deficit of $1,950,000. In 1952-53, the 
deficit will be an additional $2,218,000. The 
two-year total is $4,168,000. The board has 
only about $990,000 in surplus funds that 
could be applied to reduce the deficit. 

The difference must come from the higher 
tax rate. ; 

The $1.01 levy would would remain in 
effect for two years. The school board 
has promised that it will scrutinize its fi- 
nances next year to determine if there is 
any possibility of lowering the rate. If 
such action is indicated, the board has 
pledged it will be taken. 


In this connection, leaders of the citizens’ 
committee believe the board and its executive 
officers will be in an improved position to 
effectively carry out budget re-examinations 
as a result of rule changes growing out of 
the citizens’ recommendations on unit control. 

Superintendent of Instruction Hickey now 
will have virtually the final word on the 
budget submitted to the board. In the past, 
each of the board’s five executive officers 
submitted separate budgets to the finance 
committee. This resulted in keen competi- 
tion among the officers for as large a slice of 
the income as they could get. 

Hickey’s powers would be further en- 
hanced under the unit control bill pending in 
the State Legislature. Its adoption, the citi- 
zens believe, would streamline operation of 
the schools, give added emphasis to instruc- 
tion—primary objective of the system—and, 
in the long run, save the taxpayer money.

If Denied Necessary Funds 


of lack of funds. 

That is why St. Louisans will be facing a 
critical decision when they go to the polls 
May 1 to pass judgment on a request for a 
tax increase and a bond issue authorization. 
The question is whether the system shall go 
forward or backward. There can be no more 
marking time. 

The immediacy of the problem is a simple 
matter of mathematics and state law. For 
every year since the 1945-46 school year 
except one there has been an operating 
deficit that has ranged from $200,000 to 
$1,400,000. Only unexpectedly large sales 
tax collections enabled the Board of Educa- 
tion to break even in the 1948-49 school year. 

Reasons for the deficits are not hard to 
understand. The board has been operating 
on a tax rate that was fixed in 1942 but in- 
flation since then has increased operation 
costs as much as 50 per cent. So far, 
deficits haye been met from a surplus built 
up over the last 10 or 15 years—but such 
funds soon will be exhausted. 

If the bond issue and tax increase do 
not pass, therefore, our public schools will 
be faced with some unpleasant alternatives. 
Although no definite plan of retrenchment 
has been set up, some possibilities can be 
pointed out. Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion Philip J. Hickey and his aids now are 
studying the problem, but a good school 
system simply cannot be operated on funds 
available without the bond issue and tax in- 
crease. What can be done, should the 
measure fail of passage, would be crippling 
makeshifts at best. 

State law requires the board to furnish 
schooling from grade one through grade 12 
only. This means that. kindergartens might 
be eliminated and that experimental. plans 
for nursery schools would be abandoned. It 
also means that the junior colleges at Stowé 
and Harris teachers’ colleges could be 
dropped and it is certain that proposals for 
a full four-year municipal college would be 
shelved indefinitely. 


Could Eliminate Playground 
Activities During the Summer. 
The after-school and summer playground 

activities instituted by the board to combat 
juvenile delinquency, would probably become 
a casualty of the retrenchment effort. It is 
likely that the adult education program, in- 
cluding citizenship classes for the foreign- 
born, apprentice training in the building and 
printing trades and the practical nurse train- 
ing classes, would have to be curtailed dras- 
tically. 

Lack of new buildings, particularly in 
the Negro areas where enrollment is on 
the rise, could result in double shifts for 
students and teachers. One group might 
attend in the morning, a second in the 
afternoon. 

There is no doubt that plans for extending 
the school lunchroom program would have to 
be dropped and, in all probability, the pres- 
ent program curtailed. While the lunchrooms 
are intended to be self-supporting, the board 
furnishes the space and equipment and as- 
sumes the administration expense. This ex- 
pense, which amounted to $35,000 last year, 
could be shifted to the lunchrooms but the 
result would be a rise in the cost of meals, 
an added burden on the poorer students. 

Another saving of considerable scope could 
be made by requiring high school students to 
buy their own textbooks and supplies which 
are now furnished free. State law does not 
require free textbooks and supplies beyond 
the eighth grade. 

The special schools for the mentally and 
physically handicapped are notoriously high 
cost operations. Their programs might be 
curtailed on the theory that the rights of 
the large majority of students are para- 
mount te the rights of the relatively few. 
Since instructional salaries now claim more 

than $1,000,000 a month, the temptation to 

cut salaries would be present. It would be 
extremely difficult if not impossible, how- 
ever, to persuade teachers, who now receive

Older St. Louisans can be excused if*they 
look back with nostalgic pride on the days ‘of 
Harris, Soldan and Blewett, when St. Louis 
was setting an example for the nation’s 
schools. Harris, who served from 1867 to 
1880, saw the enrollment climb from 18,460 
to 55,122. One of his teachers, Susan Blow, 
established in the old Des Peres school the 


school systemin North America in 1873. 
Harris introduced modern grading methods, 
established science and physical training as 
part of the elementary school curriculum and 
set up higher standards of teacher prepara- 
tion. 

Soldan, 1897 to 1908, built 26 new schools, 
including McKinley, Yeatman and Soldan 
high schools. In addition to medica] exami- 
nation of school children, he instituted the 
practice of furnishing free textbooks for all 
elementary schools as a means of remedying 
the early withdrawal of students. A start 
was made on the schools’ educational museum 
and special schools for mentally defective 
children were begun. 

Blewett. in the yéars from 1908 to 1917 
‘organized the extension -work of Harris 
Teachers’ College, broadened the scope of 
high school education, expanded the evening 


schools and established the first junior high 
school. 

Progress did not end with the administra- 

tion of Blewett but the rest of the nation’s 
schools were catching up with the standards 
set by St. Louis. It is also an unfortunate 
fact that in the not too distant past the 
school board has been plagued with politics, 
patronage disputes and at least one serious 
financial scandal involving a former superin- 
tendent and former member of the beard. 
These conflicts have served to obscure’ what, 
on the whole, has been an orderly and steady 
advance in the professional management of 
the school system. | 
Under Superintendent Hickey the old edu- 
cational museum was developed into a di- 
vision of audio-visual education that is a 
model of its kind. Out of the researches 
of Assistant Superintendent William Kott- 
meyer has come a remedial reading clinic 
that has been widely copied and studied by 
educators everywhere. °' 
A retirement system was established and 
a process of evaluation of the schools begun, 
Methods are being tried out whereby teach- 
ers are seeking to learn how well they are 
discharging their functions. Outside experts 
are brought in to study the schools. When a 
weakness is discovered, as it was in the read- 
ing capacity of students a few years ago, 
remedial action is taken at once. 


Each School Is Permitted 
Some Freedom for Experiments. 


One of the strengths of the St, Louis sys- 
tem, that sometimes appears to be a weak- 
ness, is the decentralization practiced here.

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Between Two Extremes 


One unfortunate result of the policy debate 
touched off by Gen. MacArthur is the growing 
opinion that we face two, and only two, choices 
in Korea. The General himself gave the impres- 
sion that we must either expand the war on his 
prescription or engage in “appeasement.” Since 
nobody really favors appeasement, the tendency 
is to assume that an expanded war, even at the 
risk of provoking a general war, represents the 
only practical course. 

People who ean still consider the problem 
rationally ought to ask themselves what is meant 
by “appeasement.” 

Originally it meant the surrender of a little 
to an aggressor in the hope that he would not 
take a lot. If the free world were to achieve a 
negotiated settlement in Korea, however, noth- 
ing would have been surrendered. Aggression 
would have been checked and its rewards would 
have been denied the aggressor. A settlement 
would merely register this fact. And if it 
opened the way, as President Truman has said, 
to the unification of Korea and the withdrawal 
of foreign troops, that would be net gain. 

Nor would a negotiated settlement mean that 
the United States was surrendering a vital 
strategic position. Korea is not a vital military 
position. Long before the Communist aggres- 
sion there, the Joint Chiefs of Staff with no 
protest from Gen. MacArthur eliminated Korea 
from the Pacific zone which was considered vital 
to our military security. Even now, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur does not include Korea in what he calls 
our “strategic frontier.” 

What we are defending in Korea is not terri- 
tory but principles—the principle that changes 
in the status of areas under United Nations pro- 
tection shall not be wrought by military force, 
and the principle that U.N. members have an 
obligation to exert their collective strength 
against such forcible seizures. 

It would be appeasement to withdraw our 
forces from Korea and permit the Communists 
to take over, since this would involve the aban- 
donment of the principles for which we have 
been fighting. No responsible leader proposes 
this course, least of all President Truman. 

It would not be appeasement, and need in- 
volve no abandonment of principle, to reach a 
negotiated settlement of the conflict under 
which, with proper safeguards, Korea can ulti- 
mately be turned over to the Koreans and all 
foreign troops can withdraw. 

To prevent the aggressive seizure of South 
Korea and to create the conditions under which 
all foreign troops might withdraw have always 
been our basic objectives. Gen. MacArthur 
himself last fall was going to get his troops 
“home by Christmas.” Red China’s intervention 
prevented him from accomplishing that goal by 
military means, but now that China’s aggression 
has been repelled we should not rule out the 
possibility of reaching the same goal by non- 
military means. 

Whether negotiation can end the fighting de- 
pends, of course, upon the Chinese and their 
Russian abettors. But it is supremely important 
that nothing be done on our side that would 
make a negotiated settlement impossible. It is 
supremely important to remember that, as of 
now, we do not face a limited choice between 
an expanded war and “appeasement,” but can 
honorably stand for the third course of a poli- 
tical settlement which ends the aggression, 
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Double Check on City Spending

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Changes in the Senate 

The death of Senator Vandenberg creates a 
vacancy which will have a series of notable re- 
sults aside from the effect it may have on what 
remains of the bipartisan foreign policy. 

First, it will result in a change in the relative 
strength of the two parties in the Senate. Gov. 
Williams of Michigan is a Democrat and doubt- 
less will appoint a Democrat to this seat so long 
filled by a Republican. THe division since the 
opening of the Eighty-second Congress has been 
49 Democratic Senators to 47 Republicans. 
After the appointment of a Democrat to the 
Vandenberg vacancy, the division will be 50° 
Democrats against 46 for the G.O.P. 

Second, Senator Vandenberg was the ranking 
Republican member of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, its chairman in the Eightieth 
Congress when the Republicans were in control. 
Senator Wiley of Wisconsin now becomes the 
highest ranking Republican on foreign relations. 
Since Senator Wiley is already the ranking 
G.O.P. Senator on the Judiciary Committee, this 
would give him his choice of the chairmanship 
of two of the most important Senate committees 
were the Republicans to win control. 

Third, and this is immediately most impor- 
tant, the increase in the spread between the 
Democratic and Republican strengths will, in all 
probability, change the political-party composi- 
tion of the committees. If the Republicans lose 
a seat and the Democrats gain one on commit- 
tees, Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin will stand 
to be bumped off the Appropriations Committee. 
If he is bumped off, he will lose his committee 
opportunity to badger Secretary Acheson on 
State Department appropriations. 

This situation is- still speculative and it will 
take a few days to see how it is going to work 
out. There is one Senator, however, who prob- 
ably would take a special, wry satisfaction in 
seeing Senator McCarthy dropped from the Ap- 
propriations Committee. That Senator is a Re 
publican, Margaret Chase Smith of Maine. Mrs. 
Smith was dropped from the investigating sub- 
committee of the executive expenditures com- 
mittee, much against her wishes, and it was 
Senator McCarthy who did the dropping.

Russian Headaches 

The Kremlin propagandists have taken to the 
radio with a big hoop-la over the completion of 
another five-year plan. The accomplishments 
are all stated in terms of percentages, so the 
listener cannot know what they really mean. 

Without plumbing all the mysteries of Rus- 
sian statistics, however, American and British 
experts have been able to get a fairly broad pic- 
ture of Russia’s productive effort. This is en- 
couraging because it indicates that the Polit- 
buro is not in the best position to undertake a 
large scale war. 

Of course, a nation’s inability to win a war is 
no guarantee that it will not start one. Hitler 
showed how a fanatic can deceive himself atout 
the odds against him. And a desperate regime 
might feel compelled to ignore them—on the 
theory that it may never be stronger. So it 
would be most unwise to draw complacent con- 
clusions from Russia’s weaknesses. ey, 

Nevertheless, knowledge of Russian economic 
conditions is of value in shaping the foreign 
policies of free nations. Insofar as such knowl 
edge can be gleaned from the Russian national 
budget, it suggests that the men in the Kremlin 
may well be aspirin addicts. Take, for example, 
the annual production goals set by Stalin in 
1946 and the achievements in 1950:

Why are we buy- 
ing so much?

Again and again you hear E bondhold- 
ers declaring that they have been gypped. 
They put into E bonds the money they 
would have liked to spend on an automo- 
bile; they can hardly buy a bicycle.

It includes 
14 nations, none of them from the 
Iron Curtain bloc, which refused 
to serve. 

This committee has been asked 
to report to the next meeting of 
the U.N. Assembly in September. 
State Department officers believe 
the formation of this permanent 
U.N. police force will be the top 
issue at the meeting.

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NE reason why Michener 
Qe social reporter is more 
inconclusive than Michener 
the story-teller is that so many 
aspects of the Asiatic problem 
seem to forbid any ready solu- 
tion. What to do with the East 
Indians in Fiji is one of them. 
How Australia, undermanned 
and underproduced, can _ in- 
crease its population without 
abandoning its Jim Crow exclu- 
sion laws, is another. 
Australia, in fact, is boiling 
with paradoxes. She cannot de- 
fend herself in a world conflict 
but she is sentimentally tied to 
the English, who can’t help her 
and fearful of being taken over 
culturally by the Americans, 
who might help her. Then there 
is Russia—hated because of her 
Communism—and the expand- 
ing Chinese and Indonesians 
who are despised because of 
their color. 


The chapter on Australia is 
really jam-packed with infor- 
mation. One of the most fre- 
quent questions asked any vis- 
itor is: “Are our accomplish- 
ments of World Class?” The 
author notes some unspoken 
answers. Hotels are far below. 
Air service far above. Radio is 
par. Women’s styles equal the 
world standard. Restaurants, 
with some exceptions, do not. 
Government is above; roads are 
way below. Magazines are equal 
in content, inferior in appear- 
ance. Newspapers are about 
equal but “there is no Man- 
chester Guardian or St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch.” 

Still it is a broad, beautiful 
land with an attractive, vigor- 
ous if slightly perplexed peo- 
ple.

ERE are two first novels, by 
He222 writers, with nearby 

Illinois settings. There is 
no question about the first. 
Madeleine Nuttal, a native of 
East St. Louis, who now lives 
at Sterling, Ill, says quite 
frankly that her story about a 
very old and amusing character 
named Pidgey in the small town 
of Vista, has the Illingis corn 
prairie as its setting. More- 
over, the folksy yarn of the 
many dissimilar lives touched 
by the near-centenarian is just 
the sort which belongs in an 
Illinois village. 

R. V. Cassill, a former teach- 
er of English at Monticello Col- 
lege, just north of Alton, and 
author of the second novel 
never identifies his locale, It’s 
hardly necessary. Anyone who 
is familiar with the area will 
see at once many similarities to 
places on the metropolitan area 
map. 

Riverton, to start with the 
scene of the story, could hardly 
be any place but Alton itself. 
A bridge links Riverton with 
the other side of the river and 
the large industrial city of St. 
Martin and that seems to be St. 
Louis. 

A century and more earlier, 
Riverton was the scene of the 
murder of Ezekiel Mountwood, 
fearless abolitionist editor 
whose free press got the com- 
munity down on him. 

Could this possibly be any- 
one other than martyr Elijah P. 
Lovejoy, editor of The Observ- 
er, who was shot on the street 
in Alton after his press was 
thrown in the river? Indeed, 
the description of the monu- 
ment to Mountwood is a virtual 
description of the monument to 
Lovejoy. The wing-spread eagle 
on its top, overlooking the 
Mississippi from the Alton bluff 
is the same in both instances.

As we said in 
the introduction to ‘Chicago 
Confidential,’ ‘we have noth- 
ing to sell except books.’ And 
we have sold plenty of them 
and are still selling them.”

HE formula for this kind of 

best seller is simple. Any 

writer with a talent trained 
for exaggeration can mix the 
ingredients. In this instance, 
the bulk of the material came 
from the more sensational and 
sexy police court and divorce 
cases. Added to this were the 
partly true and partly false gos- 
sip about prominent persons, 
plus the personal observations 
of metropolitan reporters who 
know where to look for com- 
mercialized vice in any large 
community in the world. 

The authors apparently did 
not think this can of trash 
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would be sensational enough to 
sell in large quantities so they 
added their own exaggerations 
and distortions to make the 
readers’ flesh creep. 

From their digging into lives 
of a small percentage of the 
population of Washington and 
its suburbs, the authors come 
up with sweeping generaliza- 
tions that the national capital 
is the “dizziest” and the “dir- 
tiest” community in America. 

“The waterfront of Marseilles,” 
they write, “the alleys of Sing- 
apore’s Chinatown, the sailor's 
deadfall of Port Said have 
nothing on Washington, Wash- 
ington makes even Chicago look 
good.”

ROM a strictly legal view- 

point, the book probably is 

libel proof but the authors 
show no hesitancy in giving the 
impression -that what they say 
about a small group or locality 
applies to the whole city. Here

The book has been a best 
seller in Washington, where it 
is prominently displayed at 
news stands and in drug stores. 
Most persons who have started 
to read it through curiosity 
have been unable to finish it 
because of its sheer filth and 
grotesque distortion. The chap- 
ter on Baltimore is about the 
last word in depravity. Yet 
throughout the book, the au- 
thors assume an attitude of 
smart alecky self-righteousness. 

This is definitely not a book 
to have around a home where 
there are children.

Something Odd in Historical Novels 
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JENKINS' EAR, by Odell Shepard & 
Willard Shephard. (Macmillan, 474 


pgs., $3.50.)

HE reader who is tired of 
TDhistorica novels with the 
usual contrived and stereo- 
typed plot and is looking for 
something out of the ordinary 
should take a look at this latest 
production of the Shepard fa- 
ther-and-son team, especially if 
he wants his reading to have 
a literary flavor. For this novel 
certainly does not stem from 
the craftsmanship of the pro- 
fessional fiction writer, but 
rather from the learning ac- 
quired in the scholar’s study. 
Only a professor of English, 
specializing in the eighteenth 
century, would have thought of 
writing such a book, or prob- 
ably have been capable of do- 
ing it. 
The ordinary fiction writer 


planning a historical romance 
would scarcely have chosen as 
the peg on which to hang his 
tale that somewhat sordid war 
between England and Spain 
which began in 1739 and is 
known in the text books as the 
War of Jenkins’ Ear. The in- 
cident that caused it, the affair 
of the rascally sea-captain’s ear 
(allegedly sliced off him by the 
Spaniards), was surely the most 
trivial cause for a war between 
great powers known to history.

true, for a picaresque novel, but 
this is not that kind of a book.

HAT gives the book its 
Weirsuuarity is the fact that 

the authors have attributed 
the entire narrative to Horace 
Walpole, presenting it in the 
form of a letter—a long one 
for even such a prodigious let- 
ter-writer to have written!— 
from the owner of Strawberry 
Hill to one of his favorite cor- 
respondents, the Reverend Wil- 
liam Cole, and putting the date 
of October 1755 upon it. 

This means that the authors 
have given themselves the dou- 
ble task of writing in a manner 
that will be acceptable to twen- 
tieth century readers and imi- 
tating the style and mannerisms 
of an eighteenth century writer 
whom no one would pick today 
as being likely to suit modern 
popular taste. A genius might 
perform such a feat, and it is 
no small testimony to the Shep- 
ards’ skill that their measure of 
success is as large as it is. 

Only the experts will be able 
to say how successful the au- 
thors have been in imitating 
the inimitable Walpole. They 
have certainly not heeded Ma- 
caulay’s warning against any 
such venture. There was scarce- 
ly a writer, opined Macaulay, 
whose works contain so many 
sentences of extravagant non- 
sense or swarm with more loose 
and foolish observations. The 
charm of his writing lay in his 


' mastery of the art of “amusing 


without exciting.” He special- 


ized in the odd rather than the 
sublime or the beautiful, and 
this characteristic was never 
more strikingly expressed than 
in that fantastic Gothic struc- 
ture, Strawberry Hill, which he 
built as a residence.

In 
Class D the club salary for a 
month can’t exceed $2600. That 
means an average of $150 a 
month for the 17 players on the 
roster.

TO GOLFER THAN 
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er Teams Oppose St. Louis in Cup 
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Game Here Today

away your sticks or to have anoth- 


er. fling at it? There may be a 
cue for you in the experience of 
Hord W: Hardin. 


W: 

‘The 39-year-old lawyer, now a 
leading citizen in St. Louis golf. 
represents the rather curious de- 
velopment of a man who became 
a. player of consequence after a 
late start and a long time in 
fiddling around at the game. 

He was 21 before he even 
a golf ball. And he was 34 before 
he played in a state tournament. 
But when he did—in 1946— he 
finished as a runner-up, second 
best in a field of outstanding Mis- 
souri amateur golfers. It was only 
the second tournament he had 
entered in his life. 

Since then ,although his tour- 
nament appearances have been 
limited somewhat by the amount 
of time he can spare from his 
work, he has been one of the 
toughest competitive players in 
this district..He has beaten the 
veteran Bob Cochran twice; he 
knocked off name players, includ- 
ing Walker Cupper, Jim McHale, 
in the 1949 Western Amateur at 
his home club, Bellerive. 

So he should know what it 
takes to get the hang of one 
of the most widely played but 
difficult games. He is not, how- 
ever, entirely encouraging to the 
average hacker who wants to be 
better. 

“Golf is an athletic game,” he 
said. “You can’t get away from 
it. Take the finest golfer in the 
world today, Sam Snead. He was a 
great athlete as a kid, played foot- 
ball, basketball and baseball and 
excelled at them all. I'm con- 
vinced that you have to be ath- 
letically inclined to do well at 
golf. You have to have co-ordina- 
tion and, so far as tournament 
play is concerned, you have to 
have experience in competitive 
sports. 


Money Can’t Buy It. 

“I’m always amazed at people 
who think money can buy them 
a good golf game even though 
they’ve had no athletic back- 
ground. I was helped by my play 
in college football and baseball. 
To tell whether you can do much 
at golf, you .need only t k 
back to when you were a kid. If 
you were the right fielder—the 
weakest spot on the team in sand- 
lot games—then you can figure 
you may never make “much of 
your golf game.” 

Even then, it takes more to 
make a good amateur golfer as 
Hardin discovered ‘in the years 
following his first attempt at the 


game. He started playing to fill 
out a fourth position on the 
Washington University golf team 
in 1933. - : 

Looking back, Hardin thought- 
fully tried to reconstruct the fac- 
tors that had enabled him to im- 
prove, to advance through those 
arduous stages as a player who 
couldn’t break 90, to one who 
couldn't break 80 and finally to 
one who could shoot in the sev- 
enties. In the trial and error 
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‘process there were no neat steps 
to efficiency, he decided, but 
there were a number of impor- 
tant considerations. 

“Golf,” he said, “is a precision 
game. In baseball you have a 
90-degree angle containing - fair 
territory. You can hit the ball 
anywhere within that widening 
area. But in golf, the farther 
you hit, the narrower the margin 
of error. You'd almost say it 
can’t be done. 

“As a matter of fact,” he con- 
tinued, “it can’t be done. Ben 
Hogan himself, when he’s shoot- 
ing a 65, won't hit half his shots 
just as he intended. Watch one 
of his drives and you think it’s 
perfect. But actually the ball 
didn’t -go where he intended to 
put it. To him it wasn’t perfect. 
This game is the most elusive one 
in the world. 


Iron Shots Important. 


“But even though the long 
drive hasn't gone exactly where 
it is supposed to go, the good 
golfer still can reach the green. 
So, iron shots are important. And 
one thing I’ve always done with 
iron shots is to take a good deal 
of turf. I do that so as to hit 
the ball right in the center of the 
club face. 

“You hit it on the sweet spot, 
just as you hit a baseball best on 
the part of the bat where the 
autograph usually is found. If 
you put an iron clubhead on the 
ground and a ball in front of it, 
you'll notice the center of the 
ball will be below the center of 
the clubface; so, to hit the ball 
squarely, the clubhead must make 
a descending blow and dig into 
the earth. 

“Many people won't do this. 
They are afraid the shock of 
digging into the ground will kill 
the shot, It does take strength, 
and that’s why many players ex- 
ercise their hands. You may 
have read where one of the first 
things Hogan did when he began 
recovery from his automobile ac- 
cident was to start squeezing a 
rubber ball to get strength back 
in his hands. 

Of a compact build, the mus- 
cular Hardin always was inclined 
to try to hit a golf ball as far as 
he could. For the longest time, 
he admitted, he was something 
of a “wild man.” But though he 
used to be too :nuch of a hooker 
with his drives, he now has found 
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“The beginner hates to slice,” 
he explained. “It’s the sure sign 
of a poor player. The hook is 
the thing to achieve, because it 
gets more distance. But now, I 
fade a shot if possible. You'll 
find that with the oy Og of 
Snead, who hooks the all 
the top players fade it if they are 
off line at all. They’ll try to. hit 
the ball straight, hit it flush; but 
if they miss the slightest bit, they 
want it to fade instead of hook. 
The strong player’s hook is too 
strong and the spin on the ball 
makes it bite into the ground and 
lose distance. But the, fade seems 
to hang up in the air, goes far- 
ther and doesn’t usually find 
trouble even when it tails off a 
bit.” 

As golfers know, said Hardin, 
shifting to another phase of the 
game, putting holds the key to 
golf scoring.

INNESOTA has been a popu 


Recently Minnesota’s division of 
game and fish acknowledged a 
serious decline in the population 
of northerns, which, along with 
walleyes and bass, have been the 
state’s main fishing attractions. 


Catches of muskellunge, a great 
game fish, are scarce in Minne- 
sota while its neighbor, Wiscon- 
sin, has stepped far ahead in the 
fishing field for this species. 

A clear indication of the decline 
of the northern pike is shown in 
the rough-fish seine hauls in Min- 
nesota. In hauls throughout the 
central and southern part of the 
state last year, only 15 per cent 
as many northerns were found as 
compared with results in the 
same lakes 10 to 12 years ago. 


To correct this situation, Super- 
visor Raymond E. Johnson of the 
Fisheries Research Unit has rec- 
ommended restrictions on winter 
spearing of fish—a sport that has 
a following at. least four times as 
great as it was 10 years ago. 
Johnson points out that the 
spearers, able to select large fish, 
take a far greater poundage of 
northerns per man than the 
anglers. This is true, he says, 
even though the spearing season 
lasts only two months compared 
with the anglers’ nine months, 
So far Minnesota has refrained 
from tightening regulations for 
the regular fishing season. The 
trout season will open May 1, 
the bass season June 23 and the

investigation of crime mushroomed into the 
biggest expose of corruption in high and low 
places ever uncovered in the United States. 

Crime reporters like myself had written of the 
upsurge in lawlessness after World War II and of 
the growing political corruption but we could not 
hope to paint the entire national picture. 

Crack investigators for the Kefauver committee, 
however, picked up a detail here, a small fact 
- there, admission by a hoodlum in one part of the 
country and a corroborating detail in another 
interview—until gradually the vast jigsaw puzzle 
began to fit together. 

From crime commissions, newspapers and honest 
law-enforcement officers, the Kefauver agents as- 
sembled the pieces. Slowly, over a period of 
months, almost everything fitted together. 

Now it adds up to a terrifying picture that is 
even worse than most of us realized. 

The picture shows: 


1, A super-government of criminals welded 
together by the dreaded Mafia and by the rac- 
ing wire service, which has been dubbed 
Public Enemy No. 1 by Senator Estes Kefauver. 

2. A 20-billion Wollar a year gambling in- 
dustry, one of the nation’s biggest industries, 
supporting the underworld in far grander 
fashion than bootlegging or prostitution ever 
did. 

3. Two big national crime syndicates in 
control of the shadow government of the un- 


F ROM amazingly small beginnings, the Kefauver

Co., “front” for a $7,000,000 
handbook operation and “lender” of money to 
police officers. The loans never were repaid. 


But long before these recent events, before a 
Senate crime inquiry even was considered, many 
things had occurred which indicated how the under- 
world was reaching out for more and more power. 

Slow and work by newspaper re- 
porters and Chicago and Miami crime commission 
investigators helped assemble the picture. News- 
papers like the Post-Dispatch, the Herald and Daily 
News in Miami, the Daily News in Chicago, Kansas 
City Star and the Journal-Bulletin in Providence, 
R.I., had reported a tremendous rise in commer- 
cialized gambling, dozens of unsolved gang mur- 
ders and close alliances between politicians and 
criminals. 

The Providence Journal suggested an interchange 
of information and 14 newspapers, including the 
Post-Dispatch, joined in the pooling arrangement. 
Later, Senator Kefauver said: “The beginning of 
this thing (the crime inquiry) became possible when 
a large number of newspapers joined together to 
pool information on interstate crime.” 


John F. Dougherty in Picture 


Besides the newspapers, the American Municipal 
Association, consisting of the nation’s mayors; the 
National Crime Conference in Washington and 
Virgil W. Peterson, director of the Chicago Crime 
Commission, who had been collecting data on 
gangsters for 10 years, played important roles in 
= formation of the Senate Crime Com- 
mittee. 


As far back as 1945, the scope of Capone 
syndicate influence was shown by the 
Post-Dispatch when, after a long investigation, 
we were able to prove that John F. Dougherty, 
St. Louis’s newly elected sheriff, was the local 
agent for the Capone gang and was a partner 
in the Hyde Park gambling casino. ‘ 

Dougherty, now chief clerk of the 
trates’ court, was linked with the late 
(The Enforcer) Nitti, a leading figure in the 
Capone gang; Abner (Longie) Zwillman, a re- 
cent witness before the Kefauver committee; 
Charles (Lucky) Luciano, vice lord, deported to 
Italy but still an important international figure 
in the Mafia, and the late Louis (Lepke) Buc- 
ame, who died in the electric chair for mur- 

er.

How Did It Come About? 


How did it come about? How were the pieces 
put together?

Corruption on Vast Scale 


In Illinois, another Post-Dispatch reporter, Carl 
R. Baldwin, and I made an intensive inv 
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Payoff for Charles Binaggio - +. he had seemed angrateful for‘s warning. 


Democrat, drew heavily on crusading newspapers 
for many leads. Newspapers had to be the source 
of much information because in many communities, 
sheriffs, police and prosecutors were so corrupt 
that they attempted to conceal the situation, rather 
than help expose it. 

Without meaning to, the underworld provided 
potent assistance for the inquiry. A series of sen- 
sational murders helped the investigation along by 
focussing public attention on the brazenness of 
gangsterdom. 

Chief among these brazen murders was the 
assassination a year ago of Charles Binaggio, 
Democratic boss of Kansas City and a repre- 
sentative there of the Chicago Capone syndi- 
cate. As he lolled in a chair in his office in 
the First District Democratic Club on Truman 
road, Binaggio was shot to death by a man who 
stepped from the women’s lavatory. Charlie’s 
companion and heavy-handed co-worker in un- 
derworld enterprises, Charles Gargotta, tried 
to run from the killers, was shot in the back, 
clawed wildly at the venetian blinds covering 
the dirty windows—and died. 


One phase of the intensive but fruitless investi- 
gation of the Binaggio killing later proved of great 
value to the Post-Dispatch and to the Kefauver 
committee when we began putting the pieces to- 
gether in determining how the underworld func- 
tioned. This was the tracing of telephone calls 
from Binaggio’s home and office by Kansas City 
police, 

They found calls had gone out to politicians 

in Washington and Jefferson City, to gang 

- leaders as far away as San Mateo, Calif., to 

millionaire gamblers in New York City and to 
gangsters in St. Louis. 


Pattern Bécame Clearer 


Thus the pattern of relationships between crim- 
inals all over the country became clearer. When 
the Kansas City police were unable to find any 
significant clues from the telephone calls in solv- 
ing the two killings, the Post-Dispatch asked Mis- 
souri Attorney General J. E. (Buck) Taylor if he 
would help us trace other calls by gangsters shortly 
after the murders. He agreed readily. 

With Taylor's help, we found that after Binaggio’s 
assassination, calls were made from the Terrace 
Night Club in East St. Louis, owned in part by 
Frank (Buster) Wortman, East Side representative 
of the Capone syndicate, to gamblers Tommy 
Whalen and Louis (Murphy) Calcaterra at the Sea- 
view Hotel in Miami Beach. 

Later, Kefauver investigators picked up the ball 
and traced calls made by Whalen and Calcaterra to 
persons all over the country, presumably carrying 
the news of Binaggio’s death. 

This type of investigation was repeated again 
and again throughout the country in determin-

ing how important a particular gangster was. 
It revealed an amazing network of connections 
between members of the underworld. 


One offshoot of this investigation was the dis- 
covery that many calls had gone from Kansas City 
and St. Louis gangsters to Welcome Inn, a gam- 
bling joint near Imperial, south of St. Louis. The 
club was operated by a St. Louis faction, headed 
by John Vitale, Tony .Giardano, Ralph Calico 
(alias “Shorty Ralph’), and Tony Lopiparo, whose 
scowling countenance later became familiar to tele- 
vision audiences. When the Post-Dispatch reported 
the large-scale gambling at Welcome Inn, it was 
closed and then reopened at a nearby spot as Club 
45. Now the new spot is the subject of a grand 
jury investigation at Hillsboro. 


"Has Charley Been Hit?" 


A significant detail uncovered as a result of 
tracing the telephone calls was that the Giardano- 
Calico-Vitale-Lopiparo group was in Chicago at two 
hotels from April 6 through April 8, immediately 
after Binaggio was slain. However, there was never 
any concrete evidence to tie in any of them with 
the killing. 

But for six months before .Binaggio’s murder, it 
was common gossip among some St. Louisans that 
Binaggio was in trouble with the Mafia, black-hand 
society, and would be killed unless he straightened 
things out. The gamblers were blaming him for 
failing to open the state for gambling, as promised 
before the election of Gov. Forrest Smith. 

A few weeks before Binaggio was killed, friends 
on the fringe of the underworld would greet me 
with such questions as: “Has Charlie been hit yet? 
Who will do it?” 

I was sent to Kansas City on another assignment. 
While there, I called Binaggio’s unlisted number, 
Delmar 1007, and arranged to meet him at his 
favorite spot—the College Inn, a few doors from 
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Kefauver Expresses 


ENATOR ESTES KEFAUVER, chairman of

Binaggio detested the Post-Dispatch as the news- 
paper that had first exposed’his political and gang 
power in June 1947, after ballots needed in vote 
fraud: cases. were stolen from a vault in the court- 
house at Kansas City.

-Culloch, whose knowledge. of Kansas City politics 
and the cerrupt machine of Tom Pendergast was 
invaluable. 

In spite of his feelings about the paper, Binaggio 
always was affable to me and other Post-Dispatch 
men. On the day of our meeting at College Inn, 
he toyed with a highball as I relayed to him the 
reports that he was marked for murder. 


“Why should anyone want to harm me?” he 
asked. “I’m a business man and, no matter 
what the Post-Dispatch says, I am not a rack- 
eteer.” He seemed ungrateful for the warning 
about his possible assassination. A few weeks 
later he was dead. 


More Light in Dark Corners 


Another gangland assassination a few months 
later shed more light on how the crime syndicates 
function. William J. Drury, a former lieutenant 
on the Chicago police force, was shot to death as 
he drove his car into the garage at his home. 
Drury, a courageous policeman and private de- 
tective, had made an appointment with a Kefauver 
—— representative for the morning after his 

eath. 

Then, last December,-a murder in Hollywood 
gave further impetus to the crime inquiry and pro- 
vided more bits and pieces for the picture of 
underworld and “upper world” working closely to- 
gether. Sam Rummel, dapper lawyer for racketeer 
Mickey Cohen, was shot to death in front of his

We found corruption on a vast scale and wrote 
of our findings. And in November 1948 the power- 
ful political machine of Dwight H. Green went 
down to defeat. Adlai Stevenson, a 15-to-1 under- 
dog as late as Aug. 1, won the governorship by the 
biggest majority any Illinois governor ever received. 

Chastened in Illinois, the gamblers and racketeers 
shifted their attention to Missouri. 

Having made a $100,000 contribution to Smith's 
campaign funds, the gamblers thought the state 
would be theirs. Binaggio had said he needed a 
Governor and he, too, thought everything was in 
the bag. But the fierce light of publicity acted as a 
powerful restraining force and the state never did 
open wide to gambling. Binaggio paid with his life 
for that failure. 

The struggle to open Missouri for gambling went 
on all through 1949.

In St. Louis, the newly appointed president of 
the police board, William L. Holzhausen, refused 
to be a “Charlie McCarthy” stooge for the gamblers, 
as they had expected. And in Kansas City, two 
holdover members of the police board, Hampton S. 
Chambers and R. Robert Cohn, refused to go along 
on a so-called “liberal program” that would have 
opened the city for gambling. 


Dade County (Fia.) a Hot Spot 


In covering the efforts of the underworld to open 
Missouri for gambling, we obtained much informa- 
tion which later tied in with gangsterdom all over 
the United States. 

As the Missouri and Illinois crime-politics situa- 
tions developed, an even more dangerous condition, 
from the standpoint of public welfare, came to light 
down in Florida. Gamblers and politicians were 
working in happy union, despite efforts of the 
Crime Commission of Greater Miami and vigorous 
crusading by the Miami Herald and Daily News 
to break it up. 

In November 1949, a circult court grand jury at 
Miami declared that Dade county had become the 
national capital for , gangsters, their 
henchmen and other “unsavory characters.”

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT ordered Gen. MacArthur from Cor- 
Presiaor to Australia in February, 1942, when it became clear that 

the American fight was hopeless. Nothing can be stupider than 
the charge still sometimes leveled that MacArthur “deserted” his 
army at Bataan to get out to Australia. He did not. He was 
ordered out. 

The first order came on Feb. 22, and MacArthur frightened 
Washington—people feared that, despite orders, he might refuse to 
go—by asking for a delay. This was granted, and he did not arrive 
in Australia till March.17. 


It can still, in fact, be argued 
that he left Bataan against his 
will. He did finally accept Wash- 
ington’s instructions for two rea- 
sons: (1) he was obeying an ex- 
plicit presidential order, (2) con- 
siderations of revenge. He knew 
that. if he arrived in Australia 
safely, he could devote the rest of 
his life to fierce persistent war- 
fare against the Japanese. 


* Hence the message that rever- 
berated around the world when 
he reached Australian soil, “I 
came through and I will return!” 


One close member of his staff 
told me that the hardest decision 
of his life was to pick and choose 
the ~ handful who accompanied 
him. Incidentally the adventure 
is never described as an “escape” 
in MacArthur cirofles, but as “the 
successful execution of an order” 
or even as merely “a transfer of 
headquarters.” A _ considerable 
mass of official documents and 
secret papers had to be brought 
out, and this cut down the num- 
‘ber of people who could be car- 
ried. Also some junior officers 
who worked secretly on codes had 
to be taken. 


Four PT boats were available 
to the party on the first lap 
to Mindoro, and then two—just 
two--B-17s for the eleven-hour 
flight to Darwin. MacArthur took 
his wife, his son, their Chinese 
amah (that his family always ac- 
companied him aroused, in its 
day, much mordant comment 
from officers less favored), and 
17 associates—out of hundreds 
whom he. might have chosen, but 
whom he had to leave behind. 
Among those who went with 
him were three men who, to this 
moment, have scarcely ever left 
his side: Maj. Gen. Charles A. 
Willoughby, Maj. Gen. W. F. 
Marquat, a former St. Louisan, 
and Col. Sidmey L. Huff. Huff, 
a former naval officer, played a 
substantial role in getting the 
PT boats assigned te Manila in 
the first place, against stiff op- 
position by naval officers more 
conventionally minded, who did 
not see what use they could be. 
Part of the official description of 
the journey, released on March 
24, 1942, follows: 


“This was not a young and 
husky scout who was ordered to 
come through. This was a 62- 
year-old man, a commanding gen- 
eral, a veteran of many wars... . 
The decision ‘(to proceed) was 
universally opposed as too des- 


perate, except by ... the gen- 
eral himself. The general said, 
‘We will go with the fall of the 
moon; we will go during the Ides 
of March!”

MacArthur landed at Leyte on 
Oct. 20, 1944, and at Lingayen on 
Jan. 9, 1945.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 21. 


HEY were having a sale at 

Harvey’s department store 

here in Nashville, but busi- 
ness wasn’t measuring up to what 
the merchandising manager had 
expected. Taking a gloomy look 
around, he remarked to his boss, 
Fred Harvey, “I could take a cage 
of monkeys and draw more peo- 
ple than we’re drawing with this 
sale.” 

It was just an idle remark, but 
something clicked in Fred Har- 
vey’s brain. It’s that kind of 
brain. “Take a wire,” he said to 
his secretary, and a week or s0 
later some rather surprised ex- 


press men came to the loading | 


dock with a cage of monkeys. — 


In the meantime Harvey had had 
his display men build a large and 
gaudy red and gold cage, mod- 
eled after the old-time circus 
wagon. The monkeys were en- 
sconced on the fourth floor, right 
at the head of the escalator, and 
when word got around people 
were flocking by the hundreds to 
see Fred Harvey’s latest brain- 
storm. 

“Monkeys in a department 
store, imagine!” they said as they 
filed in, never pausing to realize 
they were doing just what Harvey 
figured they would do. 

Even a merchandiser with ideas 
would have felt he had pushed 
this idea about as far as it would 
go, but not Harvey. He noticed 
that people liked to come at feed- 
ing time. So his brain clicked 
again. Maybe, he told his staff, 
the monkeys would get a kick out 
of watching people eat too. So 
in no time at all the store car- 
penters were installing a snack 
bar alongside the monkey cage. 
It was decorated in a jungle mo- 
tif, named The Monkey Bar, and 
people were invited to come 
watch the monkeys eat and let 
the monkeys watch them eat. It 
captured the public’s fancy, as 
most of Harvey’s ideas have a 
way of doing, and soon the peo- 
ple and the monkeys were having 
a lot of fun. 

But no one was having as much 
fun as Fred Harvey. It’s things 
like that which have made Har- 
vey’s department store what it is 
today. Just what it is today, how- 
ever, is a little hard to define, 
except to say that it is one of the 
most phenomenal success stories 
in the history of merchandising 
and that it is a monument to the 
audacious (and at times, whimsi- 
cal) approach to business. 

That the approach pays off is 
attested to by the fact that when 
Harvey acquired the store less 
than 10 years ago it had set a 
new low by losing $250,000 the 
preceding year. After Harvey had 
owned it a year it made $250,000. 
This year Harvey expects a gross 
business of $12,000,000. 

The store has expanded from 
its original 35-foot frontage to 
cover almost an entire block on 
Church stfeet, Nashville’s. busiest 
downtown thoroughfare, and the 
fame of the store has extended 
throughout the South. People 
agree with the store’s slogan, “It's 
fun to shop at Harvey’s,” because 
a trip’ to Harvey's is in many 
ways synonymous with a trip to 
the circus. 

x* * * 

HEN you walk into Harvey’s 
Wo are instantly aware 

that here is no ordinary de- 
partment store. You are first 
made aware of it by the merry- 
go-round horses, not to mention 
the goats, giraffes, zebras, camels 
and other animals which play a 
prominent role in the store dec- 
orations. You are made aware 
of it when.you find yourself sud- 
denly face to face with a cigar 
store Indian. Or when you pause 


aware of it by the totem poles 
and by the discreet little framed 
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HARVEY'S SENSE OF HUMOR, 


department store doctor, and put 
more than one ailing store on its 
feet. The only trouble was that 
he never got to carry his ideas as 
far as he wanted to. Hidebound 
owners and boards of directors 
always made him stop at a cer- 
tain point. He looked forward to 
the day when he could have his 
own store and go al out. 

Around 1940 he took his savings 
and set out to find a store he 
could call his own, where he could 
give free rein to his ideas, and 
prove they would work. After sur- 
veying department stores all over 
the country, he found what he 
wanted in Nashville. ° 

The store had once been one 
of the great merchandise houses 
of the South. But it had declined 
through the years, and changed 
hands a number of times. Its own- 
ers were ready to throw in the 

sponge. It suited Harvey exactly, 
for two reasons. With his savings 
he could make the down payment. 
And being in the shape it was in, 
it presented just the sort of chal- 
lenge he wanted. 
x «x ® 
667 VERYONE in the business 
E had looked at it,” he re- 
calls today with some 
amusement, “but they turned it 
down because it was so bad. I 
took it because it was so bad. I’ve 
been offered as high as $5,000,000 
for it since.” 

Harvey had no money for ex- 
tensive remodeling, and even if 
he had there were no materials 
to be had in those first days of 
the war. Except paint. So with 
the aid of-a decorator he brought 
here from Chicago, and some local 
painters, he went to work with 
paint and more paint. But it was 
no ordinary painting job. He 
painted for effect, and he got it. 
He used every color of the rain- 
bow, especially a rather startling 
shade of purple he had evolved 
himself. He even wielded a paint 
brush himself, and during those 
first few months he worked seven 
days a week and often until two 
and three o’clock in the morning. 

The store was a veritable mu- 
seum, as far as merchandise was 
concerned, and a man could, by 
digging through old merchandise, 
trace every style trend for more 
than half a century. 

“Stuff like this,” said Harvey, 


“We started cleaning out the 
old merchandise, streamlining the 
place and getting new stuff in,

at the horses. Harvey ran a full- 
page ad, pointing out to the 
younger generation that their par- 
ents and grandparents had ridden 
the horses, and they too, came in. 

Incidentally, a full-page ad just 
to tell people about the horses 
was something pretty revolution- 
ary in Nashville. In fact, a full- 
page ad in itself was rather 
startling. Nashville department 


stores had been for many years, 
very “conservative” about adver- 
tising. One almost got the impres- 
sion they cénsidered it a little 
vulgar, if not actually unethical. 
Harvey soon changed all that. 
One of the first things he did 
was hire a smart young woman 
who had been working in one of 
the local department stores. She 


had ideas, but felt as frustrated .

Startling Fashions in Offing for Summer 
Costume Jewelry That Sticks 


To Bare Skin and Tinted Hair 
Both Bidding for Attention

ARE-TOPPED dresses and 

brief bathing suits which 

usually are relied upon to 
startle onlookers of the fashion 
parade during the summer 
months may seem insignificant in 
comparison to the other style in- 
novations bidding for attention. 
Costume jewelry that sticks to 
the bare skin, hair tinted to 
match the color. of a dress, skirts 
caught at the hemline to look 
like trousers, hats vying with 
sleeves for mammoth size, a re- 
vival of parasols to protect pink 
and white complexions—these are 
some of the trends appearing for 
summer. 

The fad for jewelry worn next 
to the skin actually was started 
in Paris last year but not until 
the last few weeks have the 
shops obtained a sufficient sup- 
ply of the novelties to set the 
fashion in motion. Several jew- 
elry designers in America have 
been. at work experimenting with 
the innovation until they have 
perfected the trick of sticking a 
colorful gem on a bare shoulder 
or an arm. The secret is a dab 
of “magic” liquid, which comes 
packed in a tube, to the specially 
ridged back of a jewel. Allow a 
moment for the liquid to dry 
then the jewel is placed wherever 
fancy dictates. 

Favorite fashion with these 
novel jewels is to wear a clus- 
ter on the skin with a strapless 
evening dress. They are being 
worn, too, on ear lobes, on a 
finger for a pseudo ring, to make 
a fake strap for a _bare-back 
dress, and even to decorate a 
bare ankle. Not so long ago, the 
appearance of corsages on bare- 
topped dresses with no visible 
means of support caused much 
speculation until it was discov- 
ered that they were cleverly sus- 
pended from a necklace. Now 
the jewels look much more ar- 
resting. 

This vogue goes along with the 
trend of glitter glued to eyelids, 
nails that sparkle with similar 
sequin-like adornments, and even 
metallic accents to simple cottons. 
It is allied, too, with several un- 
usual and very modern modes af- 
fecting hair styles. The tinting 
of hair to please a mood or a 
costume is becoming so common- 
place that a woman now can 
change the shade of her coiffure 
almost as quickly as she changes 
her dress. Thus far, the tints 
that have been accepted favor 
pale tones of blue and lavender 
with the exception of an intensi- 
fying of natural hair tones—but 
who knows, what daring individ- 
ual may decide on. kelly green 
for a change?

are lighter. 

Wide-brimmed hats and para- 
sols are arriving in the shops in 
readiness for sunny days. There 
are many shade hats for wear 
with beach costumes while the 
more elaborate hat for summer 
also displays an enormous brim. 
Practically all of the leading mil- 
liners feature these big hats as 
part of a trend toward prettiness 
and pastel colorings. The para- 
sols include both beach types and 
those created to ensemble with 
dresses. Cottons and silk shan- 
tungs predominate. 

The bigness of hats is rivaled 
by the bigness of sleeves. Instead 
of no sleeves at all, as has been 
a popular fashion, the designers 
are seeing how large they can 
make them. Schiaparelli seems 
to win top honors with her eagle 
sleeves that are draped to floor 
length. They are the feature of 
a sheer blouse decorated all over 
with Schiffli embroidery and 
worn with a floor length black 
dinner skirt. 

Adrian is among the American 
designers introducing big sleeves. 
He likes to drape and swirl these 
so that they become very intri- 
cate and definitely are the “‘con- 
versation piece” of any costume. 
Another novel idea by this same 
creator is the skirt which has the 
hemline caught together at. cen- 
ter front and back to effect a 


trouser silhouette. 


Among other trends to give 
summer styles a new look is the 
extensive use of straw for acces- 
sories and trimming. Not only 
are hats, bags and shoes being 
made of straw, but straw braid 
is selected to trim dresses. ‘One 
interesting linen model designed 
by Josef Walker has motifs of 
straw braid embroidered all over 
the skirt and bodice. 

Among the inconsistencies of 
fashion that are appearing for 
summer are the velvet hats. Last

These are one of the most destructive of househo'd 
insects. It is not surprising to find them in your new home, 
Mrs. K., since they frequently thrive in new buildings where | 
the plaster is still damp. Be sure to keep your home dry 
and well aired. Silverfish feed on starch and sugar and | 
attack wallpaper, bookbindings, starched clothing or rugs, 
et cetera. 

One way of combating them is to blow or dust pyrethrum 
powder into their haunts. It should be renewed often, as it | 
loses its efficiency iather quickly. One-fourth teaspoon white | 
arsenic or sodium fluoride powder mixed with one and three- 
fourths cups oatmeal ground to a flour, one-half teaspoon 
granulated sugar and one-fourth teaspoon salt will provide a 
poisoned bait. If arsenic is used, moisten the ingredients 
with water to form a paste, then dry and grind into bits. 
If sodium fluoride powder is used it need not be moistened. 
Both white arsenic and sodium fluoride are deadly poisonous 
to human beings and to pets, and so must be used with

PRONUNCIATION CLINIC. | 
UESTION: My small son has 
been instructed by his English | 
teacher to say “DIK-sh’n-ree” | 

for the word dictionary. I don’t | 
like it; it makes him sound like a | 
stuck-up little prig. What do you 

say? MRS. O. M. | 

Answer: I agree with you | 
heartily. | 

While I feel sure that the boy's 
teacher believes she is using the | 
correct pronunciation, she is, in | 
reality, teaching a Briticism that 
is out of place in American 
speech as a monocle would be on 
a Dodger’s first baseman. : 

Such vocal fancywork as “D§K- 
sh’n-ree” for dictionary,’ “SEK- 
ruh-tree” for secretary, “MILL-i- 
tree” for military, “ORD-in-ree” 
for ordinary, etc., is a decided 
stoplight of speech, switghing at- 
tention from what is being said 
to how it is being said. 

IN THE traditionally correct 
pronunciation of such words, the 
third syllable receives a second- 
ary accent, thus: 

DIK’sh’n-EHR-ee. 

SEK’ruh-TEHR-e. 

MILL’i-TEHR-ee., 

OR’d’n-EHR-ee. 

To illustrate how silly the Brit- 
ish telescoped pronunciations 
really are, try to give the cheerio 
twist to these other words of the 
-ary family: actuary, adversary, 
antiquary, arbitrary, capillary, 
centenary, commentary, commis- 
Sary, culinary, dignitary, hon- 
orary, imaginary, January, mortu- 
ary, obituary, sanctuary, sanguin- 
ary, sanitary, voluntary, tempo- 
rary, vocabulary. 

Certainly no small American 
school boy should be taught Brit- 
ish tricks of speech, and no Amer- 
ican schoolmarm should try 
American schoolmarm should try 
to teach them. It is equally 
wrong to suppose that American 
correctness is based on what is 
correct in England. There is no 
connection at all between Amer- 
ican speech and British speech. 
The two streams of English have 
not been interrelated for cen- 
turies. We have our own stand- 
ard of correctness; the British 
have theirs. Neither is influ- 
enced by the other.

I DO NOT WISH to have a fin- 
ger in the teachers’ pie; but I do 
think it is seemly to strongly urge 
that only Standard American pro- 
nunciations be taught our young- 
sters. “DIK-sh’n-ree,” etc., is not 
Standard American nor any other 
kind of American. I should like 
also to observe that good speech 
is very much to be desired. It is 
an asset that will stand one in

A. lMecessary Part of the 
American Economy 


By Virgil G. Baker 


Automobiles and trucks are tools. They:are as essential to the 
American civilian economy as the jobs they take men to and the 
materials they haul. They are the machinery of an endless and 
ever-moving conveyor belt in the supply line of the nation. 


In an Atomic Age—an age of decen- 
tralized industry and supply, an age 
of dispersed ‘manpower—automo- 
biles and trucks weave the, pattern 
of the nation’s life, at peace or war, 
as shuttles in a loom build the 
pattern of a tapestry. 


The growth of suburbs during the 
last decade has far surpassed the 
growth of cities, and the pattern of 
metropolitan life is so intricate that 
commercial transportation lines fol- 
lowing fixed routes cannot economi- 


cally cope with the needs of the peo-_ 


ple. In metropolitan areas almost 
three-fourths of all vehicular travel 
is by individually owned passenger 
automobiles. Moreover, 2074 United 
States cities have no public transit 
systems. 


On the farm, the automobile and the 


truck are as essential to seeding and 


harvest as the tractor and cultivator. 
There aren’t many horses and mules 
around these days and, .if there were, 
they’d be too slow to do today’s job. 


The Federal Government learned 
during World War II that individ- 
ually owned and operated civilian 
transportation was as essential as 


wheels; keels and wings under the 
military. 


Leon Henderson, then head of the 
OPA, told a Senate committee on 
Jan. 5, 1943, that “the reliance on 
the automobile or rubber-borne trans- 
portation is more than even. the lofti- 
est statement made by the industries 
connected with the making of auto- 
mobiles and tires, and of the various 
associations ... what might seem to 
have been a matter of trade booming 
as to the importance of automobiles 
by interested trade associations or 
businesses was a considerable under- 


statement, as we have come to 


know... 


William F. Jeffers, a railroad official 
who was rubber director for the War 
Production Board of World War II, 
said at that time that “perhaps the 
greatest lesson of this war is that 
which is being taught the average 
citizen; namely, that the domestic 
economy of this country depends 
upon transportation, not only trans- 
portation that is afforded by the rail- 
roads, airplanes, busses and trucks, 
but also the individual transporta- 
tion which each family has in its 
automobile.”

1. Anti-freeze should be drained 
now and cooling system given a 
thorough flushing to remove dirt 
and rust that has accumulated 
during the winter. 

2. Hose connections should be 
inspected and replaced where 
necessary and thermostats 
checked for proper operation, 

3. Fan. belts should be 
spected and adjusted, 

4. Engine tune-up should in- 
clude removal of _ distributor, 
checking of points and timing; 
adjustment of carburetor, tappets, 
and cleaning of fuel lines, fuel 
pumps, sediment bulbs and air 
cleaners, and tightening of cylin- 
der heads. 

5. All fittings should be lubri- 
cated and transmission, rear axle, 
and crankcase drained and filled 
with summer lubricants. 

6. Exhaust system and under 
chassis should be inspected for 
needed repairs while car is on 
the hoist.

DEFENSE WORKER 


Use of house trailers to furnish 
housing for defense workers and 
military personnel during the 
present emergency was advocated 
yesterday by Steven P. J. Wood, 


vice president and general man- | 


ager of the Warner Electric Brake 
& Clutch Co. 

Writing in the current issue of 
the Warner World, a publication 
of the Beloit concern, Wood said 


the problem of defense housing | 
boils down to how to supply an. 
“in the | 
shortest time and at a relatively 


adequate type of shelter 


low cost.” 

House trailers meet these re- 
quirements, according to Wood, 
and he substantiated his claim by 


referring to plans to use 15,000 | 
trailers to-house workers at the | 


new duPont plant in South Caro- 
lina, where the H-bomb will be 
built. 

Wood asserted that the trailer 
is a more flexible and mobile type 


of housing than any other now # 


available. He said trailers can be 
dispatched from one location to 
another at any time, and trans- 
ferred into civilian use once the 
present emergency is past. 
Objections to personal comfort 
that existed with “pioneer” trail- | 
ers are no longer valid, according | 
to Wood. “With the quality of | 
fixtures and attachments in new 
models,” he said, “the trailer is 
much more 
dreary barracks-like dwellings 
which characterized temporary 
housing during World War II.” 
He pointed out also that the use 
of trailers for defense purposes 
may get congressional backing, 
since one section of the pending 


Defense Housing Act of 1951 calls | 
where feasible | 


for “providing, 
and practicable, housing which is 
of a mobile or portable char- 
acter.” 

“Certainly it is to be hoped 
that when this measure is enacted 
into law, this section will be in- 
cluded,” Wood declared. 

Wood also observed that few, if 
any, critical materials will be 
needed for continued trailer pro- 
duction, and their use for defense 
purposes, he added, will lessen 
the need for reducing regular 
residential construction.

NEW YORK DIESEL 
FUEL TAX RAISED 
EFFECTIVE JULY 1 


New York state’s tax on diesel 
fuel goes up from 4 cents a gal- 
lon to 6 cents a gallon, effective 
July 1, 1951, and the State Tax 
Commission of New York is map- 
ping an enforcement drive to in- 
sure collection of the tax. 


The commission has announced 
that tax examiners have been as- 
signed to make a state-wide check 
on diesel fuel sales and use, in- 


state truckers. 


of diesel-powered trucks and 
busses which operate on New 
York highways — whether intra- 
state or interstate—must register 
with the State Tax Commission 
as distributors and are respon- 
sible for payment of the diesel 
fuel tax. 


Registered distributors are re- 
quired to report each month to 
the New York Tax Commission 
their purchases of diesel fuel 
within the state during the pre- 
ceding month, at the same time 
paying the tax on it. The new 
rate of 6 cents a gallon will apply 
on reports filed in August, cover- 
ing July diesel fuel purchases. 


To register as distributors, as 
required by law, New York and 
out-of-state owners of diesel-pow- 
ered trucks and busses which 
operate in New York apply to the 
miscellaneous tax. bureau, State 
Department of Taxation and Fi- 
nance, Albany, N.Y. There is a 


registration fee of 25 cents for 
each vehicle.

The dam proper will be a tre- 
mendous, sloping pile of earth, 
10,000 feet, or nearly two miles, 
long: 160 feet high, and 1600 feet 
wide at the base.

New Trend Could Have 


Profound Effect in |

BELGRADE, April 21—An im- 


portant new. trend.is discernible 
under the Tito government: Very 
gently, Lenin is beginning to slip 
from his pedestal. 

This is a developnient of a dif- 
ferent kind than the dissident 
Yugoslav Communists’ violent re- 
jection of Premier Joseph Stalin, 
whom they regard today as an 
evil Asiatic despot. 

It is a matter requiring cautious 
appraisal. It would be wrong to 
state that Marshal Josip (Tito) 
Broz ‘and his associates have dis- 


carded Lenin. Instead, it is aj 


question of nuances. Lenin is still 
revered by the Belgrade govern- 
ment but a shade less than be- 
fore. 

Such a trend in the Yugoslav 
Communist party can ultimately 
have a profound effect on the 
conduct of the nation’s affairs. 

Indication of New Trend. 

Some recent reflections, of Len- 
in’s faintly waning position in- 
clude: 

There has been a lesser em- 
phasis on Lenin’s work in the 
Communist party conferences 
here. Simultaneously there has 
been a greater proportionate 
stress on Marx and Engels. Prior 
to Tito’s break with Moscow in 
1948, Stalin, Lenin, Marx and 
Engels were exalted inseparably 
as the unquestioned authorities 
of Communism. 

The same thing has begun to 
occur in some People’s Front and 
university courses outside the 
Communist party.

Explanation in Belgrade. 

Capable ideologists in Belgrade 
were asked for their interpreta- 
tion of these developments. They 
offered the following explana- 
tions: 

Firstly, that the Tito govern- 
ment wants to retain its Commu- 
nist political structure but de- 
sires greater latitude for eco- 
nomic experimentation to find a 
way out of Yugoslavia’s economic 
crisis. Using Marx and Engels, 
rather than Lenin, as their prin- 
cipal Bible they would have an 
exceedingly wide field of move- 
ment. 

Secondly, the party theorists 
say, the Yugo-slav Communists 
are moving in a direction of 
greater personal iiberty for the 
population within the confines of 
the single-party state. Accord- 
ingly, they find less anti-indi- 
vidualistic content in Marx than 
in Lenin. 

The trend away from subserv- 
fence to Lenin is, oddly enough, 
coupled with a great deal of in- 
sistence by the top level of the 
Tito government that the state in 
Yugoslavia is “withering away” in 
accordance with the precepts of 
Marx. embroidered by Lenin. 

The “withering away” doctrine 
is being invoked, in the opinion 
of observers, mainly to describe 
a process of economic decentral- 
ization and an experiment in Com- 
munist government which Tito 
has launched as a step toward 
reviving the population’s incen- 
tive.

Came Home With Hope. 

Burger came home with a hope. 
He wanted to find his wife. He 
knew that since 1945 she had 
been in a Russian concentration 
camp near Berlin, but he did not | 
find her.

Within two weeks after the 
initial landing, all were in federal 
custody. Justice was speedy. 
Death in the electric chair was 
the punishment for all but Burg- 
er and Dasch. For Burger, the 
sentence was life in prison; for 
Dasch 30 years. Both were granted 
clemency when the war was over. 

By then it was too late. They 
had failed. The man who had di- 


Burger’s Nightmare. 
Burger’s homecoming was al- 
most a nightmare. At Wurzburg 
he found himself living with his 
sister and brother-in-law in one 
small room. Wearing cast-off 
clothing, constantly hungry, un- 
able to get enough to eat. A de 
nazification, court convicted him 
as a “minor offender” and fined 
him $205.

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Anastasia Story of Trouble Dates 


Back 30 Years 


to Ship-Jumping 


Of Brothers Figuring in Kefauver Inquiry, 
Albert Was No. 1 Although Television 
Audience Didn’t Get to See Him. 


By SAUL PETT. 

NEW YORK, April 21 ‘(AP)— 
Among other talents, Tony Anas- 
tasia has a way with a phrase. 

“To be an Anastasia,” he said, 
“it’s like an empty barrel. Every- 
body throws their garbage in it.” 

The Anastasia barrel has been 
filled to overflowing lately. 

Before the Kefauver committee, 
Albert Anastasia was described 
as the “lord high executioner” of 
the old Murder, Inc., mob. 

Tony, a boss stevedore, was 
guéstioned about his finances and 
strong-arm tactics on the New 
York waterfront. Joseph Anas- 
tasio was arrested for deporta- 
tion. Gerardo or Jerry Anastasia 
had his citizenship papers held 


up. . 

The barrel has been filling 
steadily since the four brothers 
began jumping ships to enter the 
United States more than 30 years 
ago. 

Between them, they have a 
combined police record of seven 
arrests for homicide, three for 
felonious assault, three for book- 


making, one for illegal possession | 


of a pistol and one for vagrancy. 
But the family total includes only 
four convictions which stuck, and 
these involved minor charges. 
Fifth Brother a Priest. 

The fifth and youngest of the 
Anastasia brothers in the United 
States is a 31-year-old priest, a 
handsome man with sensitive, 
blue-gray eyes, who evidently has 
suffered more anguish. over his 
brothers’ careers than they have. 

He would not be ,quoted al- 
though he did talk with me. 


From others it was learned that ' 


with financial help from his 
brothers here the Rev. Salvatore 
Anastasia had studied for the 
priesthood in Italy. He came to 
this country two years ago and, 
when the recent publicity broke, 
was reported to have suffered a 
nervous breakdown. 

“He does not want to do any 
more masses,” said Tony, who 
speaks with a thick, Italian ac- 
cent. “He keeps thinking the 
people in his parish are pointing 
at him and saying, ‘This is Al- 
bert’s brother, this is Albert’s 
brother.” 

Albert Gets Top Billing. 

Any story of this unusual fam- 
ily must give top billing to Al- 


bert. a dark, stocky man of 47, | 


whom the _ television audience 
never got to see.

session. He was cited by the

It was: Albert, O’Dwyer testi- 
fied, who headed the murder 
mob’s secret police and liquida- 
tion squad. All told, the mob 
and its affiliates are believed to | 
have executed 63 gangland foes | 
in the New York area and about 
as many in the provinces be- 
tween 1931 and 1940. 

O’Dwyer said he had a “per- 
fect case” against Albert until | 
his star witness, Abe (Kid Twist) | 
Reles. was killed in a mysterious | 
plunge from a Coney Island hotel | 
in 1941. 

Albert has been arrested five 
times for homicide, once . for 
felonious assault, once for illegal 
possession of a gun and once for 
vagrancy. 

Little Contact With Neighbors. 

Today, Albert is in the dress 
business, he says. He is the fa- 
ther of three children and has a 
big, white-stucco, Moorish-modern 
home on the brink of the Jersey 
palisades in Fort Lee.

But 
all agreed that as neighbors the 
Anastasias are quiet, stand-offish 
and definitely not the kind to 
run across the back yard for a 
cup of sugar or a fourth at bridge.

Rabies Outbreak 


Here Threatens 


To Get Worse as Summer Nears 


Epizootic Starting Last Fall Has Increased, 
Now Is One of the Most Severe on 
Recordin St. Louis. 


Public health officials are 
struggling to combat one of the 
worst outbreaks of rabies on. rec- 
ord in St. Louis. 

The epizootic—it is called an 
epidemic in human beings but 
an epizootic in animals—started 
last fall and got worse during 
the ordinarily quiescent winter 
months, becoming fairly wide- 
spread throughout the city and 
St. Louis county. 

It threatens to become still 
more. serious with the approach 
of warm weather, when animal 
owners let their pets roam the 
streets where they may be bitten 
by rabid dogs, the number of chil- 
dren playing outdoors increases 
and thinner clothing affords less 
protection against bites. 

Rabid Dogs in City Last Year. 

Last year 11 rabid dogs were 
reported in the city, only one in 
the county. But during the first 
three months of 1951, there were 
118 cases in the city, and 273 
persons attacked by animals ap- 
plied to the Health Division for 
anti-rabies treatment. St. Louis 
county has had 65 cases of rabies 
(this year, and: 25 persons have 
'gone to the Health Department 
'for treatment. 

- The worst rabies year on rec- 
ord was 1943, when 290 cases 
were reported in the city and 382 
in the county. 
| The current outbreak follows 
six years of very low incidence, 
the longest such period exer ex- 
perienced in St. Louis. It covers 
the years 1945, when there were 
26 cases; 1946, 9 cases; 1947, none; 
1948, 4 cases; 1949, 1 case, and 
1950, 11 cases. This is viewed as 
an ominous factor; the experts be- 
‘lieve that the dogs that built up 
,a natural resistance to rabies have 
'died off, being succeeded by a 
‘canine population which has no 
|immunity and is highly suscep- 
| tible.

Quarantines Declared. 

Emergency quarantifes under 
which dogs are impounded if not 
kept on a leash or restricted to 
the owners’ property have been 
declared by the city health com- 
missioner, the County Council 
and a number of suburban mu- 
nicipalities.

Caused by Virus. 

Rabies, caused by a virus, 
drives an animal into a frenzy in 
which it may attack every living 
creature it encounters. The dis- 
ease is communicated to man by 
the saliva of the infected animal 
entering a wound.or abrasion. 

There is no known cure for 
rabies. 
is inevitable. But it usually takes 
50 or 55 days for the disease to 
develop following a bite, and if 
the vaccine of the Pasteur treat- 
ment is used in time, rabies can 
be forestalled. It takes two weeks 
to complete the series of injec- 
tions and two more for the body 
to develop the protective sub- 
stance. 

If every dog were vaccinated 
and all stray dogs were elimi- 
nated, the current outbreak could 
be ended in two or three months, 
an authority on rabies asserted. 

Rabies has been eradicated in 
Great Britain, Holland, Belgium 
and the Scandinavian countries. 
Britain cracked down in 1897, 
when dogs in infected areas were 
muzzled for six months and every 
animal found on a highway with- 
out a leash was-shot. It has had 
no rabies since 1902. Today any 
dog imported into Britain has to 
be kept under observation by a 
veterinarian for six months. 

Wild Animals a Source. 


Wild animals form a source of 
infection in this country. It is 
known that rabies exists in 
skunks in St. Louis county; a 
man was bitten by a skunk near 
Lemay about two years ago, and 
the animal was found to be in- 
fected. Foxes, beavers, squirrels 
and opossums can spread the 
disease. 

To control canine rabies Dr. 
J. Ear] Smith, city health com- 
missioner, says the following pre- 
cautions should be rigidly fol- 
lowed: 

1. Owners should keep pets 


confined on — to protect 
| them from rabid animals, and see 
‘to it that pets taken outside are 
‘on a leash held by a responsible 
person. 

2. Every owner should have his 
dog vaccinated once a year. 

3. Dogs bitten by an animal 


stroyed immediately or placed 
with a veterinarian for 
months’ observation. 

4. Anyone bitten by a dog 
should notify the police at once 
and supply a description of the 
animal if possible. 

5. All persons bitten by a dog

HREE blighted schools among the many in St. Louis’ financi- 
ally-strapped education system are the Ames, 1313 Hebert

sideration for replacement. But the bond issue definitely would 
t making urgently needed improvements at Curtis. 
The $17,230,000 the Board of Education is asking is de 
signed to meet only the most critically needed construction. 
Included in the critical needs are the replacement of the 
worst of the antiquated, obsolete school buildings—44 date prior 
to 1900—and construction of sorely needed new elementary 
schools. Also to be voted on May ! is a 12-cent school tax 
rise, to $1.01 on the $100 valuation. The additional revenues 
would help meet the increased operational costs of the school 
system. Failure of the tax rise to would result in cur- 
tailed operations, possible loss of t ers, even a shorter school 
ear, and a body blow to the city’s standing in the nation.

They average about 41 to a 
room for the eight grades; 56 children are in the morning, 30 in 
the afternoon kindergarten class. The Ames, Dumas Curtis 
schools have no auditoriums, gymnasiums, special project fa- 
cilities, or ad e space. In both the Ames and Dumas, grades 
overlap in individual rooms up to as many as four classes at 
different term levels in one room. The Curtis School, explained 
the principal, “is too crowded to overlap.” All three schools 
have wholly inadequate playgrounds, are in drab, decayed 


surroundings. 
The Dumas School sits like a barracks in the midst of in- 


dustrial plants, storage tanks, decadence, and condemned struc- 
tures in process of demolition. It is a typical frame, corridor- 
connected portable of 10 classroom buildings with an office 
annex. It has an enrollment of 350 pupils, in the eight grades, 
transitional group and kindergarten.

HE Creole cooks of New Orleans have carried on the 
thrift of their French ancestors in many of the dishes 
which they serve. Red beans with rice as prepared by 

Mrs. J. Chester Hesse of Clayton, is one of these low-cost 
Creole dishes. 

Mrs. Hesse begins by browning ham hocks in a skillet 
for several minutes. Canned red beans are then added, 
along with coarsely cut vegetables and seasonings. The 
skillet is covered and contents are cooked over low heat 
for two and one-half hours. 

While beans, vegetables, and ham hocks simmer, 
rice is cooked in a large pan of boiling water for 25 minutes. 
It is then drained, rinsed in cold water and placed over 
boiling water in a colander to steam for at least half an 
hour. Beans are served on top of fluffed rice with a bit of 


the hock for flavoring. 
INGREDIENTS: Two ham hocks, two large cans red 
beans, three medium-sized onions, three pieces celery, one- 


half green pepper, two cloves garlic, one-half teaspoon __ 
sugar, salt and pepper to taste; two cups washed rice.

is learning how it feels to be a human being 


HAT HAPPENS to a god who 
steps down to become a hu- 
man being? 

These new pictures from 
Japan help tell the answer. They show 
how Hirohito, Japan’s pre-war “Son of 
Heaven” (who looks more like a book- 
keeper than an emperor), is becoming 
just another Joe Doakes—but still in a 
somewhat exalted position. Recently, 
the Reds have demanded this Joe 
Doakes be tried as a war criminal, a 
demand opposed by the US. 

Shorn of his divinity five years ago 
at his own request, the slight, bespec- 
tacled Hirohito now rates no special 
consideration before Japanese law. He 
pays taxes and draws the same food 
rations as his 83,000,000 people. 

And ex-god Hirohito, who will be 50 
next Sunday, has many of the every- 
day problems of his subjects. 


Still the No. 1 Jap 
When it comes to balancing the fam- 


ily budget, Hirohito has his worries. . 


He gets a $77,000 allowance (peanuts 
as rulers go), but most of that money 
goes to keep up a good front. 

@ For Hirohito is still the No. 1 Jap and 
has to let the people know that. 

@He lives behind a wall of body- 
guards, not in his palace, which was 


bombed out, but in a five-room cottage - 


with the chubby Empress Nagako. 
@If you could get through the royal 
guards, you might find a shy, 5-foot 
2-inch tall man who likes to talk about 
rare little animals that slither along 
the ocean floor. Marine biology is his 
hobby. . 

He has a nervous facial tic and when 
he walks has a tendency to “throw” 
his left leg. 

You would probably see Hirohito 
wearing a badly-cut suit that doesn’t 
quite fit, a poorly-knotted frayed tie 
and a squashed hat. 

When greeting someone, he raises 
the hat in the jerky gesture of a me- 
chanical doll. 

The man whose generals pushed 
the button for the attack on Pearl

Harbor, shares a simple bedroom. 

His daily routine is as simple as his 
home. Hirohito gets up at 7 a.m., 
shaves with an American-made safety 
razor, and is helped into his clothes by

He putters in the garden, walks and 
reads newspapers (including the U.S. 
Army’s Stars and Stripes) for an hour. 

At 8 a.m. he eats one egg, fruit or 
vegetable salad, toast and tea. 


EMPEROR likes to play tennis with family.

Like many non-gods, he walks to his 
office, which is on the Palace grounds. 
In rainy weather he wears rubber boots 
and carries an umbrella.

(Friends of the fam- 
ily say that the Empress recently dyed 
her kimonos because they were “too 
gay for her age.”) 

One of the few imperial extrava- 
gances has been the purchase of a new 
Cadillac.
